Writing by Electricity. 

The wonderful invention of writing 
by electricity at a distance of fifty miles 

thus described by the Pall Mall Ga- 
zette: "Out of the top of a box, which 
is about the size of an ordinary dis- 
patch-box, protrudes what has the ap- 
pearance of a stylographic pen. This, 
however, is not a pen, but the handle of 
the 'transmitter,' and its lower end is 
fixed to a light brass perpendicular bar 
Any motion given by the hand — you 
hold it just like a pen — to the handle of 
the transmitter is communicated by this 
bar to two series of carbon disks con- 
tained within the box, and, after various 
adventures among magnets, etc., 
is carried again to the top of 
the box, where it is reproduced ex- 
actly by a small ink-holding pen, whose 
point rests on a white paper tape. A 
clockwork apparatus pulls this tape 
along at a gentle pace ; and after a little 
practice you find that it is quite easy to 
move the handle of the transmitter so 
that the pen shall write legibly on the 
moving tape. Now, whatever is writ- 
ten on the tape before you is written 
simultaneously a mile off, or it may be 
fifty miles off, on a similar tape, by a 
similar instrument at the other end of 
of the wire. The instrument is very 
compact, and apparently efficient." 
The inventor is Mr. John Robertson, an 
American. 



THE PHONOGRAPH. 

How Edison Has Perfected an 
Extraordinary Instrument. 

A Machine Which Records and 
Reproduces Human Speech. 

To a New York Post reporter Edison, 
the great inventor, said of his newly- 
fiaished phonograph: "You know that 
I finished the first phonograph more 
than ten years ago. It remained more 
or less a toy. The germ 'of something 
wonderful was perfectly distinct, but I 
tried the impossible with it, and when 
the electric light business assumed com- 
mercial importance, I threw everything 
overboard for that. Nevertheless, the 
phonograph has been more or less con- 
constantly in my mind ever since. 
When resting from prolonged work up- 
on the light, my brain would revert 
almost automatically to the old idea. 
Since the light has been finished, I have 
taken up the phonograph, and 
after eight months of steady 
work, have made it a commercial, in- 
vention. My phonograph I expect to 
see in every business office. Their opera- 
tion is simplicity it3elf, and cannot fail. 
The merchant or clerk who wishes to 
send a letter has only to set tho machine 
in motion, and to talk in his natural 
voice and at the usual rate of speed into 
the receiver. When he has finished, the 
sheet, or 'phonogram,' as I call it, is 
ready for putting into a little box made 
on purpose for the mails. We are mak- 
ing the sheets in throe sizes — one for 
letters of from 800 to 1000 words, an- 
other size for 4000 words. I expect that 
an arrangement may be made with the 
postoffice authorities enabling the pho- 
nogram boxes to be sent at the same rate 
as a letter. 

"The receiver of a phonogram will 
put it into his apparatus and the mes- 
sage will be given out more clearly, more 
distinctly than the best telephone mes- 
sage ever sent. The tones of the voice 
in the two phonographs which I have 
finished are so perfectly rendered that 
one can distinguish between twenty dif- 
ferent persons, each one of whom has 
said a few words. On3 tremendous ad- 
vantage is that the letter may be re- 
peated a thousand times if necessary. 
The phonogram does not wear out by 
use; moreover, it may be filed away for 
a hundred years and be ready the in- 
s needed. If a man dictates his 
will to the phonograph, there will be no 
disputing the authenticity of the docu- 
ment with those who knew the tones of 
his voice in life. Tho cost of making 
the phonogram will be scarcely more 
than the cost of ordinary letter paper. 
The machine will read out the letter or 
message at the same speed with which it 
was dictated. 

"I have experimented with a device 
for enabling printers to set type directly 
from the dictation of the phonograph, 
and think that it will work to a charm. 
It is so arranged that the printer by 
touching a lever with his foot all ows 
five or ten words of the phonogram to 
be sounded ; if he is not satisfied with 
the first hearing he can make it repeat 
the same words over and over again un- 
til he has them in type. For busy men 
who dictate a great deal for the press, I 
am sura that the phonograph will be a 
necessity after a very little experience. 
"For musicians the phonograph is go- 
ing, to do wonders, owing to the extreme 
cheapness with which I can duplicate 
phonograms and the delicacy with which 
the apparatus gives out all the musical 
sounds. In the early phonograph of ten 
years ago, which was a very imperfect 
and crude affair compared to that of 
to-day, it was always noticed that 
musical sounds came out peculiarly well; 
the machine would whistle or sing far 
better than it could talk. This pecu- 
liarity of the phonograph 
have taken down the musi 
chestra, and the result is marvellous; 
each instrument can be perfectly 
distinguished, the, strings are perfectly 
distinct, the violins from the cellos, the 
wind instruments and the wood 
fectly heard, and even in the n< 
violin tho over -tones aro distinc 
delicate ear. It is going to wo 
ders for the benefit of music-lovi 
piece for any instrume 
or . for an orchestra, 
whole of an opera, mt 



ber, consisted simply of a roller carry- 
ing the foil, and provided with a dia- 
phragm-point properly arranged tc 
scrape or indent the foil. The roller 
was turned by hand. In the new instru- 
ment there is far more complication, but 
altogether different results. My pro. 
pelting machinery consists of a small 
electric motor, run by a very few cells. 
Strange to say, I have found more diffi- 
culty in getting a motor to suit me than 
any other part of tho apparatus. I tried 
various kinds of clock-work and spring 
motors, but found them untrustworthy 
and noisy. The motors I am now mak- 
ing are absolutely steady and noiseless. 
There is no part of the apparatus, the 
tools for which I am now making upon 
a large scale here, which is likely to get 
out of order or to work in an uncertain 
manner. The two finished phonographs 
are practically exactly what I intend tc 
offer for sale within a few months."

Weaving in Biblical Times.

The loom and the in- 
struments for spinning are of the plain- 
est and simplest kind. In the descrip- 
tion of the virtuous women, Proverbs 
xxxi., 10, to the end we have a full and 
minute account of the manner in which 
these family employments were directed 
by 'the mistress. Nor was this only in 
the families of the lower and middle 
ranks. In tho Greek and Roman his- 
tories we read of the wives of kings 
and generals being thus engaged 
Homer, who lived soon after the timo 
of Solomon, describes two queens — Pene- 
lope and Helen— employed at their 
looms. Dr. Shaw found that the 
women in Barbary at the present day, 
were the only personB who wove the 
hykes or upper garments. These were 
coarse articles and they did not use 
shuttles, but passed the threads of the 
woof with their fingers. Solomon's vir- 
tuous woman is represented by our 
translators of the Bible as having cloth- 
ing of silk; the word rendered silk, ac- 
cording to some authorities should be 
fine cotton cloth or muslin, as they state 
silk was then scarcely, if at all, known. 
Aurelian, the Roman Emperor 1300 
years after the time of Solomon, refused 
his wife a silk gown, because it was too 
expensive.

The Most Sanguinary rt ar. 

Investigation recently made in 
the War Department, at Washing- 
ton, shows that the late American 
civil war was relatively the most 
iguinary on record. Though the 
Federal aad Confederate returns 
are not altogether exact, the War 
Office is able to give close approxi- 
mate estimate of the killed, wounded, 
missing in the Federal forces. 
According to the statistics, 297,925 
Union soldiers lie buried in the va- 
rious national cemeteries. Includ- 
ing losses of which no account can be 
taken, the war cost the North 320,- 
060 lives, or more than one in nine 
of all those who entered the service. 
The two opposing armies met in 
rer 2,000 skirmishes and battles. 
In 148 of these conflicts the loss on 
the Federal side was upward of 500 
at least ten battles 
more than 10,000 were reported 
lost on each side. The combined 
losses of the Federal and Confed- 
erate forces in killed, wounded, and 
missing in the following engage- 
ments were: Shiloh, 14,00,0; Antie- 
tam, 38,000; Stone River, 87,000; 
Chancellorsville, 28,000: Gettys- 
burg, 54,000; Chickamauga. 33,000; 
McClellan's peainsular campaign, 
50,000; Grant's peninsular cam- 
paign 135,000. 

Waterloo was one of the most 
desperate and bloody chronicled 
European history, yet Wellington's 
casualties were less than 12 per 
cent-, while during the American 
war tbe loss at Murfreesboro, At- 
lanta, Chickamauga, Gettysburg, 
and other places, frequently reach- 
ed, and sometimes exceeded, 40 
per cent., and the average of killed 
and wounded on the side or the 
other side 30 per cent If the fig- 
ures of the Confederate losses could 
be accurately ascertained, the total 
deaths in the late war would prob- 
ably surpass 500,000. It is not a 
little curious that the losses and 
captured men of the Federals— who 
were victorious in the struggle — 
equalled the whole of the Confed- 
erate forces, I u

FOE FARM AND GARDEN. 



The London Agricultural Gazette pub- 
lishes Iho following questions and 
answeis: 1. What is a fair average 
yield of milk per cow per annum? 550 
gallons. 2. What is a fair proportion 
of butter to a given quantity of milk? 
One pound of butter from twenty-one 
pounds of milk. 3. What is a fair 
yield of butter from a given quantity of 
cream: Cream may yield from one fifth 
even to one-half its weight in butter, ac- 
cording to thickness. 4. What is a 
fair yield of cheese in proportion to 
mik? One pound of cheese to from 
eleven to nine pounds of milk, according 
to season of the year— most in autumn. 

Cow Peas. 

One very gratifying feature noted this 
year is the great increase in acreage of 
the cow pea. The growth is also fine. 
In fact, there arc fields of peas sowed to 
plow under that will tax to their utmost 
the very best plows and plow boys made 
to get them under in good shape. We 
believe there are fields that will go six 
to ten tons weight of green peas and 
vinos per acre. A larger area than usual 
was sowed in the standing corn, and in 
many corn fields the peas are nearly 
waist high, and every weed and spear 
of grass has been completely smothered 
by them and the ground is made 
porous and left in a splendid shape 
for crops to follow. This pea, while 
ackaov.lcded to be nearly as good as 
clover, may be grown in sixty days, 
while the clover crop takes longer to 
mature. While the cow pea may be 
grown after the Spring crop or before 
a Fall crop, or may be grown in the 
midst of another crop, as in the case of 
the cow pea in the corn field, every acre 
of idle land should be in cow peas in 
Summer and rye in Winter. We can 
take a crop from and give a crop to our 
soil each year, on account of our long 
growing season. — [Cornucopia. 

Cheeay Taste In Fall Butter. 

The cheesy taste sometimes complained 
of in fall butter is due, says a corre- 
spondent of the Albany Cultivator, to 
the imperfect cleansing of the butter 
from the buttermilk. Thi3 cannot be 
done completely by the common method 
of churning, in which the butter is 
gathered in lumps and is largely min- 
gled with buttermilk. All the working 
and washing that can be done cannot 
get rid wholly of this sour milk when it 
is so intimately enclosed among the 
particles of the butter. If the chinn- 
ing is stopped when the butter is in 
small grains, and before it is' collected 
in a compact mass, and the buttermilk 
then drawn off from the churn and water 
poured in aud changed until it is no 
longer colored by the buttermilk, and 
the butter is then salted and mixed so as 
to get rid of all excess of water above 
that which is needed to keep it moist 
enough to dissolve the salt (which is 
about ten or twelve per cent, of the 
weight of the butter), there will be no 
cheesy taste. 

Mixing milk is injurious to the yield 
of butter. This is well known to milk- 
men and butter makers. If milk which 
has been set for some time, and upon 
which the cream has partly risen, is 
stirred, the cream never rises again fully, 
and there is a considerable loss of butter 
from it. Why this should be so is not 
easily explained, but it is well known 
that milk dairymen stir the milk occa- 
sionally to prevent the cream from ris- 
ing. 

Ducks on the Farm. 
An Ohio farmer says in the New York 
World: "We hear a great deal about 
raising chickens, but seldom much men- 
tioned of the money there is in ducks. 
I call the latter the most profitable poul- 
try that can be raised when near a good 
town or city market, if one has a run- 
ning stream or pond, for, though we are 
told that ducks can be raised without 
water, I would not like to try it except 
in small numbers for family use. Ducks 
are hardy, they are easily grown, and 
they delight in dirt, so do not require 
the constant endeavor for cleanliness 
that hens do, and it is well to add, 
should not be kept with the latter. 
Ducks are fine layers, and it is only fair 
to confess, they are big eaters, but they 
are kept with so much less expenditure 
of time and labor than chickens, that I 
think the difference of food is over-bal- 
anced. I would not advise raising them 
on a farm without an inclosed range. 
They are of a very inquiring 
turn of mind and will be into 
every uncovered pail or box, will 
keep a muddy, disagreeable place 
around pumps, and foul the feed and 
water troughs about the barn and n 
themselves a great annoyance. Bu 
water is their natural element rain does 
them no harm, and they do not requii 
any sheltered or "dry runs" for wi 
weather. For severe autumn and winti 
weather they should have in their ei 
closure a comfortable house, which nee 
not be more than three feet high, wit 
dry straw-littered floor and nests that 
can be made of brick and straw. 

"If ducks are given free range it is a 
good thing to have a small enclosure 
aTOiind their hcuse, where they can be 
kept till rather late iu the morning, 
otherwise they may lay inout-ofjtjjej-way 



places where the eggs will never b( 
found. With a free range of course 
tfcey require less food. 

"Ducks for breeding must have plenty 
of water to swim in and it is useless to 
keep them without it. When hens art 
used for hatching duck eggs the eggs 
must be sprinkled with water when the 
hen is ofE to feed and drink, foi 
if not kept moist the inner skin will get 
so tough that the young one cannot 
break the shell. Ducks' eggs require 
much more dampness than hens' eggs. 

"The Aylesbury is perhaps the most 
pupular variety of duck, being very 
hardy, maturing early and laying a 
goodly number of eggs. Next to these 
probably come the Rouens, and the Fc- 
kins, a kind introduced within late 
years from China, have been received 
with a good deal of favor." 



Broom corn can be grown in almost 
every part of the United States. Unless 
the crop can be held over when prices 
are low, broom corn growing can not be 
recommended, as the price of no other 
crop fluctuates more — from forty to three 
hundred dollars per ton. Also, on heavy 
clay soil, or on foul land, it will hardly 
be profitable. It is a crop that requires 
so much work that its average cost will 
be from fifteen to twenty dollars per 
acre. The average yield per acre is six 
hundred pounds. There are only two 
varieties worth growing. The Dwarf 
variety, which grows only three to four 
feet high, is little cultivated, its brush 
being used only for whisks and clothes 
brushes. The Evergreen, Missouri, or 
Tennessee, is the standard variety. It 
yields a long, fine brush, and retains its 
green color till the seeds ripen. Broom 
corn requires more warmth than Indian 
corn, hence does best on a sandy, or 
black loam soil and in the North the 
ground should bo plowed in the fall or 
very early in the spring, and put in fine 
tilth for the crop. But nothing is gained 
by planting before the ground is warm. 
It is of the utmost importance to get good 
seed; select the best seed, "swim it,' 
reject all that floats. On very clean 
it may be put in drills three feet 
apart, the stalks in the drills three to 
four inches apart. Otherwise plant in 
rows three feet apart, hills two feet 
in the row, six to eight stalks in the 
hill, and drop only enough, for thinning 
is a tedious, hard job. Cover lightly, 
not deeper than an inch. Its cultivation 
is the same as for Indian corn, but must 
be thorough. Usually at least the hoe- 
will be required. The ground must be 
clean and mellow when the crop is 
young.- — [American Agriculturist. 

Furnace Slag as Manure. 

J. H. Smith, our commercial agent at 
Mayence, Germany, referring to the 
somewhat new source of commercial 
fertilizer which has been discovered in 
that country, says that until of late the 
slag obtained in the working of crude 
iron was considered worthless— a refuse 
article to be got rid of in the best way 
possible— but now 400,000 tons of it, all 
Germany produces, are ground into fine 
powder and sold to farmers as a valua- 
ble fertilizer. 

In pig iron there is a good deal of 
phosphorus, which must be removed be- 
fore the iron is converted into steel or 
forged. Formerly the separation of the 
phosphorus from the rough iron was 
difficult, but a late improvement on the 
Bessemer process has rendered the work 
easy, and the slag obtained is rich in 
phosphoric lime. After the iron is 
broken from it it is broken up, sifted 
and ground into fine dust, powder or 
meal, which is put upon the market as a 
fertilizer under the name of patent phos- 
phate meal. 

The slag is said to contain from 
twenty-five to twenty-eight per cent of 
phosphoric acid. It is claimed that from 
the slag "a more effective fertilizer is 
obtained than from bone dust or even 
raw Peruvian guano, " and it is offered 
to farmers in Germany ' 'at a price one- 
third of that of superphosphate contain- 
ing an equal quantity of phosphoric 

There is a neutral tendency to exag- 
gerate the merits of new discoveries; but 
even if due allowance is made for some 
exaggeration in this case, the discovery of 
a cheap method of utilizing the vast 
quantity of this refuse matter must be of 
great benefit to tiie agriculture of the 
world.— [New York Herald. 

Some farmers say they can afforu to 
use bran at $20 a ton or one cent a 
pound. This must depend on the price 
of the crop. It would scarcely pay with 
wheat at seventy-five cents a bushel 
of sixty pounds. But bran may be 
profitably fed to make manure for spe- 
cial crops which may pay much better 
profits than wheat. 

Neatly whitewashed roosts and fences 
make the poultry yards look clean, but 
the whitewash has little effect in subdu- 
ng or preventing the multiplication of 
lice unless some death-dealing substance 
is incorporated with it. Carbolic acid 
is death to lice, and if mixed with the 
whitewash in the proportion of an 
ounce of acid to a gallon of wash it will 
not only destroy all the lice that it 
touches, but because of the porous 
character of the wash the acid will con- 
tinue to be effective for several months.

"These materials are made 
from patterns designed by men who do 
nothing but study new things in this 
line. There are from fifty to seventy- 
five factories in tho country, and ton 
or twelve first-class makers. The lat- 
ter usually secure exclusive rights to 
use certain styles of goods offered to 
the American market, or a large por- 
tion of it. But the success of making up 
such goods is just like a lotlery. Per- 
haps one season I hit upon a design 
that will become so popular that all 
the other makers are forced to adopt it, 
but the next season some one in Boston 
or Philadelphia will make a hit and I 
am forced to copy that. There's never 
any telling how a necktie is going to 
take until it is fairly on the market. 
Then it depends for success on who 
adopts it first. If he happens to be a 
swell, that particular kind of necktie 
will sell well. " 

"Are the styles of making up neck- 
ties originated abroad?" 

"Not now. They were until about 
three years ago, but now our styles are 
superior to the European, and they are 
coming over here for patterns. How- 
ever, there is a tendency toward En- 
glish patterns for this season. 

"More than 1,200 girls are employed 
in this city alone. They work by the 
piece and make money more or less ac- 
cording to their expertness. A good 
finisher can make $3 or $9 a week. 
She takes a necktie after it is put to- 
gether and finishes each detail perfectly 
so that it is ready to box. Three differ- 
ent colors of the same design and samo 
style are twisted together to give the 
dealer an assortment m the one make. 
The finisher must see that all of this 
kind are exactly alike in point of finish 
and make-up. We have one girl who 
doe3 nothing but turn bands of neck- 
ties, and she makes $15 a week. She 
turns twen ty-five or thirty dozen bands 
a day."— Neio York Mail. 



In the year 1123 Domenico Michieli, 
the Doge of Venice, undertook a cru- 
sade in Syria and Palestine, routed the 
Saracens and entered 3 erusalem in 1124.

Mr. Richard J. Monks, in a recent 
lecture in Boston on the subject of 
artificial light, said that the practice 
of fires in open spaces was common in 
ancient times. As civilization advanced 
lamp laws were passed to prohibit 
bonfires. For centuries bonfires were 
common with the Celtic natives of 
Europe, especially at festival times. 
Beacon fires wore often used as signals. 
In Spain taxes were levied to sustain 
beacons at the time of the Armada. In 
the Book of Jeremiah, in the Bible, 
there is an allusion to the fire signal. 
There was a mast and tar barrel on 
Beacon Hill. It was never used and 
was blown down in 1789. 

The use of whale oil originated with 
the Norwegians. In 1680 the Dutch ha:.l 

the business. In New England the 
whales were first caught from small 
boats. The Indians engaged with avidi- 
ty in the hunt for whales. In 1858 there 
were 600 vessels of 200,000 tons burden 
engaged in the American whale fishery. 
Theargand lamp was first used in 1800. 
The decline in whale fishery was due to 
the discovery of oil in Pennsylvania. 

Candles were spoken of first in a re- 
mote period. Their use really beg; 
the early history of Christianity, 
late as the sixteenth century theii 
was limited. In spite of modern methods 
the candle is used for certain purposes, 
and the soft light cannot fail to please 
the eye. The honor and merit of the 
first application of coal gas seems to be- 
long to William Murdock, of Redworth. 
Cornwall. In 1803 he lighted an ex- 
tensive manufacturing establishment. 
France also claimed the honor of its first 
demonstration, but not satisfactorily. 
January 28, 1807, saw a number 
of London streets lighted by gas. The 
amount of £20,000 was raised, and the 
King petitioned for the incorporation of 
a company. Two companies supply 
London at 70 cents per 1, 000 cubic feet, 
and their capital is $00,000,000. Coal 
gas was first used in Baltimore in 1810, 
and for some time its progress was slow 
and unsatisfactory. Now there are over 
1,000 works in the United States, fur- 
nishing employment to over 2.5,000 men, 
a portion being for the manufacture of 
water gas. 

In 1798 a Frenchman discovered the 
process by which water gas was made. 
In 1875 Professor Lowe established the 
first works in the United States. The 
business has increased enormously here, 
but not always, because hard coal and 
naphtha are so expensive. Natural gas 
has been known and extensively used in 
Asia and China for a long time. History 
tells us of a well in France in the time 
of Julius Cassar. The first in the United 
States was in Charleston. The Taylor 
house in Fredonia, N. Y., was illumin- 
ated in 1824 in honor of Lafayette. The 
nature and efficiency of natural gas is 
but partly understood. 

Petroleum was known to mankind 
from the dawn of history. It was spoken 
of in Sweden in 1750. In Western 
Pennsylvania it was found on the ground, 
and used as a mediciue many years 
fore wells were bored. In 1858 a well 
72 feet deep, yielded more than 1,000 
barrels a day. Then a reckless spirit of 
speculation arose. It enriched a few, 
while it ruined thousands. The 
standard drill is five and one-half inches, 
the flow being as great from a small as 
from a large hole. In 1880 the produc- 
tion amounted to 25,000,000 barrels, and 
the stock on hand June 1, 1880, was 
valued at $11,000,000, Russia has valu- 
able deposits at Baku, long known, but 
just put to commercial use. The value 
of exports thence in 1883 was $15,000,- 
000. In Russia they arc ahead of Amer- 
ica, in being able to use the residuum of 
petroleum. So abundant is the oil in 
Baku that work can be carried on by its 
flame in the night, and the oozing of the 
oil from the ground prevents dust. 

In concluding, Mr. Monks said that 
he had heaid a great deal said about the 
of the statue of Liberty on Bedloe's 
Island as being the highest statue ever 
known in modern or ancient times. To 
test this he had made a scale of the 
lighthouse Pharos, which had stood in 
the harbor of Alexandria, and was re- 
garded as one of the seven wonders of 
the world, making, his computations 
from the account in Josephus and judg 
ing by the distance it could be seen at 
sea. Placing the model of Pharos 
against a model of the statue of Liberty, 
the former was seen to be much the 
liio-her of the two.

Lazy and clumsy-looking as the 
elephant appears in our menageries, 
where it is merely an object of curios- 
it}', in Asia it is as useful an animal as 
the horse, and is, indeed, employed in 
a greater variety of ways. 

There are few, if any, tasks which a 
horse can be trusted to perform without 
careful and constant guidance; whereas 
the elephant is frequently given as much 
independence of action as a man would 
have for the same work. This is nota- 
bly the case in the lumber-yards of 
Rangoon and Maulmcin, where the 
entire operation of moving and piling 
the heavy timber, is performed by male 
elephants without any special supervis- 
n by the keepers. 

The logs to be moved arc teakwood, 
which is very heavy. They are cut into 
lengths of twenty feet, with a diameter 
perhaps a square, of about a foot. An 
elephant will go to a log, kneel down, 
thrust his tusks under the middle of it. 
test it to see that it is evenly balanced, 
and then rise with it and easily carry it 
to the pile which is being made. Placing 
the log carefully on the pile in its proper 
place, the sagacious animal will step 
back a few paces and measure with his 
eye to determine whether or not the log 
needs pushing one way or another. It 
will then make any necessary alteration 
of position. In this way, without a 
word of command from its mahout, or 
driver, it will go on with its work. 

To do any special task, it must, of 
course, be directed by the mahout ; but 
it is marvelous to see how readily this 
great creature comprehends its instruc- 
tions, and how ingeniously it makes use 
of its strength. If a log too heavy to 
be carried is to be moved a short dis- 
tance, the elephant will bend low, place 
his great head against the end of the 
log and then with a sudden exerlrbn of 
strength and weight throw his body 
forward and fairly push the log along; 
ve the log any great distance, 
he will encircle it with a chain and drag 
load behind him. 

V.s a rule, however, the work of 
igging is done by the female ele- 
phants, since, having no tusks, they can 
•ry logs as the male elephants do. 
could hardly display more judg- 
ment in the adjustment of the rope or 
chain around a log, nor could a man 
with his two hands tie and untie knots 
skillfully than do they with their 
trunks. — [St. Nicholas.

Orchards may be trimmed now or any. 
time during the winter that may be 
convenient.

Electric Amalgamator. 

A company commenced opera- 
tions here, some time ago, to save 
the gold left in the sand and mud- 
dy water and floured quicksilver. 
Machines at heavy costs were erect- 
ed at the Hand and Barlow Mills to 
try the "process. The result has 
not been satisfactory, from all the 
indications concerning the experi- 
ments and the machines have been 
taken out and the owners are now 
preparing to ship them. 

The process required t'ae use of 
large amounts of quicksilver put 
in amalgamating pans. Several 
thousand pounds have been im- 
ployed and the loss from unknown 
causesamounted to several hundred 
pounds. 

The process is: An electric 
machine -is ■used and from it 
conductors are placed, by nega- 
tive and positive currents which 
comes in contact with the amalga- 
mating pans underneath the same 
and the gold and flowered quick 
which escapes through the batter- 
riesof the stamp mill and over the 
copper plates adheres to ifoe quick 
hence, the saving of the gold. 

The process, we thought at first 

be feasible, and still think so. 
The gold which is lost, after going 
through the batterries and over the 
silver and amalgamated plates can- 
not be saved profitable, only by a. 
reworking of the sand with agrind 
er immediately after the mill plates, 

id the grinder must reduce the 
sand to a palpable power, and pass 
through a fine serene and over 
another well prepared plate, and 
we will guarantee the saving of all 
the gold that remains in the sand 
water and powdered quick. We 
know whereof we speak for we have 
been experimenting and prospecting 
for nearly three years, and in our 
jxperimeuts made a test on ore 
vorth two dollars per 'bushel. On 
the plate and in the battery we got 
one dollar and fifty cents and in 
the grinder, which was at the end 
of the sand box and turned by 
hand ,as the mill run, we got fifty 
nts. 

Now, from our experiments and 
observations we contend that our 
i-ocess will save one fourth as 
iuch gold as is obtained from the 
battery and plates. The piveess 
is certainly good, and the results 
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i sulphurcts, and wtete gold 
is mixed with sulphurets it is ne- 

uy to cany the ore through 
a heated process to distroy tbe sul- 
phmets and free the gold.
